In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 123, of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 the Board of Trustees of New Mangaluru 
Port Trust hereby approves the New Mangaluru Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedoring and Shore Handling) Regulations, - 2016 as 
set-out in the schedule annexed to this Notification. 

1. Short title and commencement. 

(i) These regulations shall be called the New Mangaluru Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedoring and shore Handling) Regulation 2016. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions: - In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(i) "Act” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963; 

(ii) "Board” means the Board of Trustees of New Mangaluru Port constituted under the Act; 

(iii) "Chairman” means Chairman of the Port 

(iv) "Day” means 6:00AM to next day 6:00AM 

(v) “Form” means form Annexed to these regulations 

(vi) “Port” means New Mangaluru Port. 

(vii) "Performance Norm Policy” is the Policy or Guidelines issued by the Competent Authority from time to time to arrive at the 
operational performance standards to be achieved by the Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent. 

(viii) ’’Stevedoring and Shore Handling License” is the License issued by the Chairman as per the provisions of this Regulation to 
perform the activities covered under the Regulation. 

(ix) "Stevedoring and Shore handling Agent” is an authorized agent for loading and unloading and storage of cargo in any form 
on board the vessels in Port, arranging and receiving the cargo to /from the hook point, intermodal Transport from wharf to 
stack yard and vice-versa and also receiving and delivering of cargo from / to wagons / trucks. 

(x) “Traffic Manager” means the officer for in charge of Traffic Department of New Mangaluru Port Trust and includes the deputies 

and assistants to the Traffic Manager and any other Officers acting under the authority of the Traffic Manager. 

3. Scope 

(i) The Stevedoring and Shore Handling Regulation shall cover the following activities:- 

(a) The Stevedoring activities cover the activities on board involving workmen, extending to hooking for export (loading) 
cargo and unhooking of import (unloading) cargo or whatever practice prevalent in port. The Shore Handling includes 
arranging and receiving the cargo to /from the hook point, intermodal Transport from wharf to stack yard and vice-versa 
and also receiving and delivering of cargo from / to wagons / trucks. 

(ii) The Chairman may issue Stevedoring and Shore Handling license for a period of Three years, on application, to firms 
or consortium of firms to act as Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent at the Port to perform the work of the 
Stevedoring and Shore Handling Activities specified under Sub Sec 3 (i)(a) above. 

(a) No Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent shall be allowed to work on board any vessels and on shore in the Port except 
under a license issued by the Chairman under these regulations 

(b) The license shall be valid for a period of 3 years from the date of issuance of license. 
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(c) The license will be renewed strictly on the basis of achieving minimum guaranteed throughput of 50.000 M.T per annum 
and prescribed performance, or as may be fixed from time to time by the Board / TAMP. There will not be any automatic 
renewal of the licence. Licence may be renewed on application made three months prior to expiry of the licence. 

4. Stevedoring and Shore Handling Charges 

(i) . TAMP Shall Notify the normative Tariff for Stevedoring and Shore Handling Activities separately for Mechanized and Manual 

operations based on the guidelines issued by TAMP. This Tariff shall be ceiling Tariff. In case of any change in role for TAMP 
in future, Port Trust Board will fix and Notify the rates based on the performance norms enforced by the Port Trust Board as 
per the Performance Norms Policy Guidelines. 

(ii) All port customers will be notified on the ceiling tariffs set for Stevedoring and Shore Handling activities. The tariff will be 
displayed on the Port website. 

(iii) The Port will appoint a Nodal Officer responsible for monitoring of Stevedoring and Shore Handling Tariffs. The Officer will be 
responsible for handling all complaints on violation of Stevedoring and Shore Handling ceiling Tariff. 

(iv) The Port Trust will issue licenses to Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agents who apply for such license and meets all the 
requirements stipulated in this Regulation. 

(v) The Port Trust shall charge a royalty as the licence fee for the Stevedoring and Shore Handling licences. The Port Trust shall 
fix a Metric Tonne royalty rate as per approved tariff guidelines to be paid to the Port by all Stevedoring and Shore Handling 
Agents. No discrimination will be made among the Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agents on the royalty license fee. 

(vi) Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agents have to charge the rates to their principal, not exceeding the ceiling Tariff notified by 
TAMP / Port Trust Board. 

5. Issue of License for Stevedoring & Shore Handling Agents 

(i) NMPT shall host the Stevedoring and Shore handling Regulations in the website and any eligible individual, firm, consortium 
of individual or firm / company which fulfils the eligibility criteria can apply for license at any time online along with requisite documents. 
The Stevedoring & Shore Handling license shall be issued by the Port, in case the firm fulfills the following criteria: 

(a) It shall be a company registered under the Companies Act or a partnership Firm or any other Legal entity. 

(b) It shall deposit a Security amount of at least Rs.5 lakhs to meet any contingency which shall be refunded without interest 
after adjusting the claims, if any, when the license ceases to operate 

(c) The Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent shall undertake to provide equipment/gear required for both the operations as 
specified by the Port Trust Board. 

(d) The Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent shall undertake to employ at least 6 Supervisory personnel with minimum two 
years of cargo handling/stowage experience for undertaking both the functions. Their detailed profile have to be 
enclosed along with the application. 

(e) The fee for issue of license shall be on payment of a minimum application fee of Rs.50,000 (Fifty thousand only), which 
may be revised from time to time by the Port. 

6. Validity / Renewal of Licence 

(i) The license will be valid for a period of Three years from the date of issuance of Licence. 

(ii) The daily performance report capturing productivity achieved by the Stevedoring agent in the prescribed format shall be 
submitted by the Stevedoring & Shore Handling agent to the Traffic Department online on or before 12:00 noon everyday. 
The Chairman of the Port Trust will review the performance of Stevedoring & Shore Handling agent every month. 

(iii) Compliance of terms and conditions of the licence issued to the agents, safety norms followed by the agents will be monitored 
by Traffic Manager and a report will be submitted to the Chairman 

(iv) If the Traffic Manager finds any default on the part of Stevedoring & Shore Handling agent, he shall cause to issue warning in 
the event of first default and in the event of second default, the license of the Stevedoring & Shore Handling agent shall be 
liable to be cancelled, apart from levying penalties. 

(v) At the end of three years, the license shall be renewed strictly on the basis of above mentioned performance reports. 

(vi) Application as per the proforma prescribed from time to time by the Port for issuance and renewal of Stevedoring & Shore 
Handling license shall be made at least three months before the expiry of the license. 

(vii) If the Stevedoring & Shore Handling agent fulfils the required conditions and is eligible for renewal but awaiting safety 
clearance from Director of Dock Safety before expiry of the license period, Port may permit the Stevedoring operation by 
executing an Indemnity bond. 

(viii) All the dues of the Port on account of services availed from the Registered Cargo Handling Workers and Port, shall be settled 
promptly as per Rules. 
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7. Migration to the new Stevedoring and Shore Handling Regulation 

The new Stevedoring & Shore Handling Regulation will come into effect in the Port from the date of Notification of this 
Regulations in the Official Gazette. The existing Stevedoring Agents will have to switch over to the new Stevedoring & Shore 
Handling Regulation from that date and charge the ceiling tariff rate fixed. If they do not switch over to the new Regulation, the 
licence shall be terminated by the Port Trust by giving due notice. 

8. Duties and responsibilities:- 

Every stevedoring and Shore Handling Agents, shall ensure the safe and efficient handling as per the Stevedoring & Shore 
Handling Licensing Regulation during the currency of license issued to them by the Port, keeping in view of the following basic 
criteria: 

(i) Stevedoring & Shore Handling agents shall comply with applicable safety norms in relation to such operations and with all the 
applicable statutes regarding labour including the payment of compensation to workers. 

(ii) Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent shall indemnify the Board against all third party claims arising out of such operations. 

(iii) Whenever casual workers are deployed, the Stevedoring and Shore Handling agents should ensure that such workers are 

covered by the insurance Policy as done for other employees. 

(iv) If any gear, plant or any other property of the Board is damaged in the course of Stevedoring and Shore Handling operation 
the Stevedoring and Shore Handling agent shall compensate the Board for such loss or damage. 

(v) Stevedoring and Shore Handling agent shall deploy necessary equipment as indicated by the Port in the license. 

(vi) Stevedoring and Shore Handling agent shall achieve the performance norms fixed by the Port. 

(vii) The Stevedoring and Shore Handling agencies shall publish their tariff along with break up in their web sites 

9. Cancellation/Suspension of License 

(A) The Port may at any time suspend or cancel the license issued to a Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent for violation of any 
of the terms of license or for any reasons listed below: 

(i) The firm does not achieve the performance norms issued by the Port Authority for an average over a period of 3 months. 

(ii) The firm is found to be charging higher than the ceiling tariff notified for Stevedoring& Shore Handling activities in the Port. 

(iii) The CEO of the stevedoring and Shore Handling firm has been convicted by the Court of any offence involving moral 
turpitude and sentenced in respect, thereof to imprisonment for not less than six months, and a period of five years has not 
elapsed from the date of expiry of the sentence. 

(iv) Violation of safety regulations and mandatory Dock Safety measures. 

(v) Adopting improper and unsafe handling methods. 

(vi) Misrepresentation or misstatement of material facts. 

(vii) Firm adjudged insolvent or going into liquidation. 

(viii) Transfer of the stevedoring operations or sublet of the license to any other individual or parties. 

(ix) Violation of security related rules & instructions like ISPS code compliance. 

(x) Any misconduct which in the opinion of the Board warrant such cancellation or suspension. 

(xi) Non submission of daily performance report. 

(xii) Indulging in illegal/corrupt practices. 

(B) Provided that no such license shall be cancelled or suspended as the case may be until the holder of the license has been given 

a reasonable opportunity for showing cause why his license should not be cancelled or suspended as the case may be. 

10. Appeal:- 

Any person aggrieved by any order relating to cancellation / suspension / refusal of issue of license, may prefer and 
appeal in writing to the Chairman of the concerned Port or any other higher Authority, as the case may be, within 30 days of the 
communication of the order appealed against. 

11. Deployment of workers from Port/DLBs / License Holder or Outside 

The Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent shall deploy the Port labour as per the Norms prescribed by prevailing statutes, 
awards, settlement. In case the Port is unable to supply the requisite workers against the requisition placed by Stevedoring and Shore 
Handling Agent, the Port may allow the Stevedoring and the Shore Handling Agent to make their own arrangement for this purpose. No 
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notional booking or levying of charges should be made and agents shall not be levied any charges for labour, in case the Port Trust 
does not supply the labour. 

12. Performance Norms: 

Productivity norms for the Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agents shall be calculated on the basis of guidelines issued by 
Government on “Performance Norm Policy” by the Port. Performance based penalty and incentives will be enforced in accordance with 
the “Performance Norm Policy”. 

Daily performance report in the prescribed format shall be submitted by the Stevedoring and Shore Handling Agent to the 
Traffic Department online by 12:00 noon. Performance of the agent in terms of productivity achieved will be reviewed by the Port 
Chairman every month. The monthly performance summary capturing productivity achieved by the respective agents will be published 
on the Port website to ensure transparency to the customers. 

Licenses of agents failing to meet productivity norms for an average over a period of 3 months can be revoked by the Port. 

13. Training, Use of Modern Technology. 

The Personnel deployed in Stevedoring & Shore Handling activities shall be trained in modern methods of cargo handling 
for improving the productivity, efficiency and safety on a periodical basis by the Stevedoring & Shore Handling Agents and the 
certificate shall be submitted to the Port along with the details of the personal at the time of application for issue / renewal of license.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (II) of Section 124, of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 the Board of Trustees of 
New Mangalore Port Trust hereby approves the New Mangaluru Port Trust Regulations, 2015 as set-out in the schedule annexed to this 
Notification. 

1. Short title and commencement. 

(1) These regulations may be called the New Mangaluru Port Trust (Licensing of Steamer Agency) Regulation 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in official Gazette. 

1. Definitions:- In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(i) “Act” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (15 of 1908); 

(ii) “Board” means the Board of Trustees of New Mangaluru Port constituted under the Act; 

(iii) “Chairman” means Chairman of the Port; 

(iv) “Form” means form Annexed to these regulations, 

(v) “Steamer Agent” is an authorized agent appointed by Charterer/ship owner. 

(vi) “Traffic Manager” means the officer for the time being in charge of Traffic Department of New Mangaluru Port Trust and 
includes the Deputies and Assistants to the Traffic Manager and any other Officers acting under the authority of the Traffic 
Manager. 

(3) Scope/Period of Issue/Renewal of Steamer Agency License: 

The Steamer Agency shall cover the following activities: 

The Steamer Agency work assigned by the Charter/line Operator /ship owner container vessel operator while the ship is in the 
Port. No Steamer agent shall be allowed to attend to work on any vessel in the Port except under a license issued by the Chairman 
under these regulations after expiry of six months from the date of notification. Chairman may issue Steamer agency licence for a 
period of two years, on application, to persons to act as Steamer Agent on behalf of their principal at the Port to perform all the 
vessel related work in the Port and any other work involved in the Steamer agency of the vessels within the Port. 

The Charter agent or their authorized representative may attend the vessel related activities through Port Community System 
including advance vessel intimation to the Port authority, Vessel Registration, berthing/sailing/shifting program of the vessel, settlement 
of vessel related Port Charges, ensure the productivity parameters, engaging surveyor, submit relevant documents to the Port 
authority, furnish updated information on vessel performance to the Port Authority. 

The vessel owner agent will attend the job of providing ancillary service to the vessel calling at the Port which includes 
arranging customs examination of the vessel, Port health service, crews services fresh water supply, provisions supply, fire service 
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if required, Security service to the ship as per the ISPS code, engaging surveyor, submission of document/information to the Port 
authority. 

The license shall be valid for a period of 2 years from the date of issuance of license. 

The license will be strictly renewed on the basis of achieving minimum 4 vessels per annum, and as fixed from time to time. 
There will not be any automatic renewal of the licence. Licence may be renewed on written application made two months prior to expiry 
of the licence. 

4. The licence is not transferable: 

5. Steamer Agency Charges: 

The Steamer Agent may collect their service charge from the vessel Owner/Charterer.. 

License for Steamer agency. 

Steamer Agent licenses shall be issued by the Port, in case the firm fulfils the following criteria: 

(i) It shall be a Company or Firm Registered under the Companies Act 1952 or an establishment registered under any of 
other legal entity. 

(ii) Appointment letter from ship Owner/Charter agent to act as Steamer Agent at New Mangaluru Port. 

(iii) Licence Fee ?.5,000/- or as per TAMP Notified rate. 

(iv) Copy of Income Tax Returns/PAN 

(v) Proof of Financial Stability/Bank Solvency 

(vi) Introduction letter from the Company/Firm explaining their detail programes proposed to entertain in the New Mangaluru 
Port. 

(vii) The Steamer Agent licence is subject to renewal every 2 years depending on the performance of the agent as Notified by 
the TAMP. 

(viii) Steamer Agent Licence renewal fees is ?.1,000/- as Notified by the TAMP. 

(ix) Permission letter from the Commission of Customs or his subordinate Officer to operate as Steamer Agent as per 
Customs Regulation in force. 

6. Issue of new steamer agency licence: 

New Steamer agency licence is issued in accordance with the Regulation by the Chairman. 

7. Duties and responsibilities of Steamer Agent: 

I. Vessel Owner Agent: 

He is to act as owners extended right arm 

a) He is to look after domestic requirements of the ship. 

b) Owners interested are protected. 

c) He will be responsible for crewing, stores, technical, insurance and operational 
a. aspect of the Ship. 

d) Confirm with Port authority the facilities, Port charges, Stevedores, Marine services, Customs, immigration, ship 
performance monitoring, medical. 

e) Implement ISPS code for ships, Safety and pollution, protect environment around coast. 

f) Comply to the provisions of Indian Port Health Rules 1955 before arrival of the vessels, P&l Club. 

g) Liaison with shippers, consignees’, provide all necessary information to the Port authority and other statutory 
authorities as and when demanded., He will be responsible for any loss or damage that may arise in consequence 
of their faulty navigation for by reason of their breaking adrift from their anchors or mooring. 

h) He will be held liable and responsible for the acts of the crew and any person employed by them either outside or 
on board, their vessel. The cost, risk and responsibilities of the vessel will be under the owner agent account. 

i) Issue of notice of redness to shippers. 

j) Issue of delivery order to the consignees/ or endorse the original bills of lading. 

k) Arrange stowage and stowage plan, preparation of mate receipt etc. 

l) Declare all the hazardous cargo / ammunition on Board prior to entry of vessel. 

m) Indemnify NMPT for all the damage caused to vessel under its Agency and clear or Co-ordinate to clear the 
liabilities / dues to the NMPT. 
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II. Charter Agents: 

The functions of the Charterer is cargo based. He has to deal with Port Authority, Customs, Stevedores and Transporters. He is 
responsible for the shift wise operation , safety and pollution and protect environment around the coast and be responsible for any 
damage caused to Port property in Port / stay at Port or Port limit. 

8. Change in name/constitution etc. to be communicated: 

(1) Where the steamer is a firm or a Company, it shall immediately communicate to the Chairman any change in the 
Director, Managing Director or partners, as the case may be, with a copy of the document in support of the such 
change. 

(2) Any change in the name, title or constitution of a firm or a company holding a steamer Agent licence shall be 
communicated to the Chairman forthwith. The firm or Company undergoing such a change shall submit a fresh 
application for the grant of new license: provided that the Chairman may allow such firm or Company to carry on 
business till a decision is taken on such fresh application. 

9. Power of Chairman to suspend a licence pending enquiry: 

The Traffic Manager shall report any violation of terms and conditions of the steamer agency licence by the steamer agent to 
the Chairman and Chairman may, pending enquiry, within a period of 60 days from the date of the order of the enquiry suspend the 
licence issued to a steamer agent for a period not exceed 3 months if he found to do so in the interest of the Port. 

10. Cancellation/Suspension of Licence: 

(a) The Port may at any time suspend or cancel the licence issue to a Steamer agent for violation of any of the terms of 
licence or any reasons listed below when; 

(b) The CEO of the steamer has been convicted by the Court of any offence involving moral turpitude and sentenced 
in respect thereof to imprisonment for not less than six months, an a period of five years has not elapsed from the 
date of expiry of the sentence. 

(c) The firm handles less than the minimum guaranteed throughout/the prescribed parameters as fixed by the Port. 

(d) Violates safety regulations and mandatory Dock Safety measures. 

(e) Adopts improper and unsafe handling methods. 

(f) Misrepresents or misstates of material facts. 

(g) Adjudged insolvent or going into liquidation. 

(h) Causing obstruction to any work in the Port. 

(i) Transfers the stevedoring operations or subjects the license to any other individual or parties. 

(j) Violates security related rules & instructions like ISPS code compliance etc. 

(k) Any misconduct which in the opinion of the Port 

(l) warrant such cancellation or suspension. 

(m) Indulges in illegal/corrupt practices. 

(n) Violation of safety precautions. 

(o) Low productivity 

(p) Lack of supervision over Steamer workers. 

(q) Improper and unsafe handling of packages. 

(r) Any breach in operation of the Steamer at the Port. 

(s) Non compliance of any statutory provisions applicable to Steamer operation at the Port. 

Provided that no such licence shall be cancelled or suspended as the case may be until the holder of the license has been given a 
reasonable opportunity for showing cause why his license should not be cancelled or suspended as the case may be. 

11. Appeal: 

(1) Any person aggrieved by orders of the Chairman granting or refusing to grant a license or renewing or refusing to renew 
a license or suspending a license under these regulation may prefer an appeal in writing to the Central Government within 
30 days of the communication of the orders appealed against. 

(2) The Central Government shall pass such orders on the appeal as it deems fit after giving an opportunity of being heard to the 
appellant. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regulation, an appeal may be admitted after the period of thirty days if the 
appellant satisfies the Central Government that he had sufficient cause for not making an application within such period.
